Return Of Russians To Council 
Presents New Problems To U.N.

“~~ bound together. in their great in- 
ternational] task of halting a ression . in 
Korea, are laughing out loud at the 
Russians. Only a relative minority—re- 
membering that others before m have 
Stooped to conquer—are watching the 
public humiliation of the Soviet delegate 
with alarm. 


SEVEN MONTHS 

The’ stoop is unquestionably“tow: tor 
seven months the Russians and their 
satellites have boycotted” éVery” apency 
committee and assembly of the United 
Nations—always with the same refrain 
“We can't sit at the same table with 
representatives of the mint&ng 
clique.” Yet the Chinese representative 
Dr, Tsiang, is sitting today at their side, 
and worse still, he has voted-and de- 
bated and Jacob Malik as chairman of 
the Security Ceunci] has been compelled 
to.count his upraised hand and recognize 
his -requests-to speak. 

If what Malik is doing is proper then 
he and his satellite colleagues have mis 
behaved for seven months. If they. were 
right in walking out then their present 
return is indefensible. The absurdities of 
the. situation and the notion of the 
Russian leaders swallowing humble pie 
are not lost on the delegates 
men and secretariat ‘officials.

In al} probability the central action 
will be Chinese, though feints and even 
diversionary movements elsewhere must 
be expected. 


N R. MALIK is quite plainly enormously 
e more interested in China than he is 
in Korea. But what is his interest in 
China? Is it to have Red China recog- 
nized and received into the society of 
nations? Not at all. Mr. Malik could 
easily achieve that if he wanted to. He 
had almost seemed te be trying not to 
achieve it, The third vote taken last 
Thursday dealt with the question of Chi- 
nese representation. It stood 5 to 5 
with Egypt abstaining. Im the roll] call 
Britain- and India, Norway and. Yugo- 
slavia voted with the Soviet Union, —-Vot- 
ing with the’ U.S. were France, Cuba, 
Ecuador and the Chinese government. in 
Formosa. Mr. Malik has left the plum of 
Chinese representation on the tree to 
ripen. someé_more,—very_well pleased no 
doubt to have China excluded for the 
time being by. American. and French 
votes. Not only did this disclose a crack 
in the United Nations front but it focused 
Chinese hostility on France, which is

Sounds familiar, doesn't it? Like’ a 
G.I. talking aboyt the fanatica] North 
Koreans, But it isn’t. It’s a formet Ger- 
man officer telling an American reporter 
in—Paris—about_the.Russians in World 
War Il 

There’s a crucial: parallel, neverthe- 
ess, between the North Koreans today 
and the Soviet soldiers of 1941-45. In 
the Soviet Union, in China and the vari- 
ous Russian satellites, human life is 
cheap. In much of the -Communist realm, 
it is also plentiful. 

Communism emphasizes masses of 
men, not individuals. A man is literally 
the. property of the state Whether in 
peace or war, he’s expendablé. “As a sot 
dier, he’s a weapon of war in a very 
real sense. 

Much is being’ made these days of 
Russia’s great superiority over the West 
in. tanks, planes, guns and submarines. 
Rightly so. But even.if we devise effec- 
tive defences against this materiel, that 
will not be sufficient. How do we plan 
to throw back those waves upon waves 
of men? : —: 

Korea has shown us how hard It is 
to check advances by an army which 
utterly disregards its own manpower 
losses. We can be sure that wherever 
communism marches, that Same callous 
use of men as weapons will be. evident. 

To make it worse, Russia~ ahd her 
Communist satellites have a defensive 
weapon of unparalleled value: millions 


| 


of square miles of space. As it takes 
extraordinary means to offset the great 
mass of Red forces, so it requires sim- 
ilar “measures to win and contro] such 
space 

The western world naturally hopes it 
never will have to try conquering Com- 
munist manpower and space. But it is 
now preparing to defend itself against 
a Soviet Union which might want war. 
DEFENSIVE WEAPONS 

It’s entirely fitting that we should 
be thinking of’new and better anti-tank, 
anti-aircraft and anti-submarine weapons 
as we build that defence. But shouldn’t 
we also be devising some highly destruc- 
tive anti-human weapons? 

The West can’t match communism's 
numbers if a test comes. And we can’t 
count either on thercostly atomic bomb. 
Its practical worth against millions of 
men on a battlefield is unknown. 

Any American and western planning 
that does not take Red manpower and 
land area into account is unreal. The 
enemy foot soldier is still the man to 
be- beaten: . e

"THE amazing care and long-range plan- 

ning which Moscow always.has de- 
voted to communism’s world revolution 
is strikingly illustrated by current indi- 
cations that Red China is about to absorb 
Tibet. 

Tibet, “roof of the world,” perched 
in lofty isolation on the Himalayan 
plateau and dwelling in 
centuries long past! 

What possible use can 
bolshevism have for that 
primitive land? 
True, Tibet bulges into 
China on the north and 
into India on the south, 
and this gives rise to 
the question of whether 
it has strategic value 
militarily. It has some, 
but it isn’t. great for Mackenzie 
practical purposes. Much more to the 
point is its mineral] wealth, believed to 
be great. 

However, it strikes me that comniun- 
ism is more interested in the country's 
spiritua] wealth than in minerals. Tibet 
is the ‘cradie of Chinese Buddhism. 
“which has a: strong hold on many fol- 
lowers. There’ also are many_ Buddhists 
in India and other Asiatic countries. 


LONG EFFORT 


The Communists have been trying 
to gain control of the religious heads 
in Tibet for-a long time. But the Reds 
must do more than get control of the 
16-year-old ruler, Dalai Lama, and his 
immediate advisers Communism will 
have to be forced on the Buddhist monks 
who comprise one-quarter of the coun 
try’s entire male population 

So occupation of Tibet
